Christopoulos, Mitchel 
sef_ fo move 


SOCCEROO George Christopoulos is almost certain to move from South 
Melbourne Hellas to Canberra City this week. 
And Adelaide City’s international striker David Mitchell was to join Sydney Olympic 
or Sydney City Hakoah as we went to Press. 
Christopoulos’s transfer fee was set at $10,000 by the Australian Soccer Federation

Eddie Krncevic may be back 
in Australia with leading Yugos- 
lav team Dinamo Zagreb in May. 


The Victorian Soccer Federation has been 
negotiating for a Dinamo tour through the 
club’s Melbourne agent, Mr Harry Mrska of 
General Tourist. It was Mr Mrska who ar- 
ranged Krncevic’s transfer from Marconi to 
Dinamo a few weeks ago. 

Krneevic played in Dinamo's second team 
at the weekend and scored a goal. 

Dinamo 1s seeking a match fee higher than 
the $4000 it received when it toured last year, 
but the ‘VSF is reluctant to pay that amount,

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The committee ruled that 
Hellas should receive a further 
$10,000 should Christopoulos 
transfer for a second time 
within three years. 

At Canberra, Christopoulos 
would join Gary Byrne and 
probably Don McLaren in mid- 
field. 

The strongest possible 
Canberra team then would be: 
Steve Hoszowski — Paul On- 
tong, Terry Byrne, Mike Milo~ 
vanovic, Angelo Ambrosino — 
George Christopoulos, Gary 
Byrme, Don McLaren — Ian 
Purdie, fan Gibson, Tony 
Brennan. 

What a formidable line-up! 

And if Mitchell joins Sydney 
Olympic, he certainly would 
put the {inishing touches to the 
most exciting team in Austra- 
lia. 

Olympic would have enough 
goalscoring forwards to amass 
the pgrealest number of goals 
since the formation of the PSL 
in 1977

as Dinamo would oe lourmy without its inter- 
national players this time. 

Meanwhile, the VSF State team committee 
will meet within a week to discuss the appoint- 
ment of a coach for any State game that is 
organised this season. 

Len McKendry has been the coach for the 
past few years, but there has been speculation 
that he may be replaced over clashes with 
VSF officials. 

Leading candidates would appear to be 
former J.U.S.T. supremo Cedo Cirkovic, Ajax 
couch Bobby McLachlan and Victorian coach- 
ing director Tim White, although the VSF 
prefers its coaching director not to get in- 
volved in team coaching. 
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Mark Koussas, Graham Jen- 
nings. 

The Mitchell-Koussas at- 
tacking partnership spoke for 
itself in the World Youth 
Championships last year. 

Canberra City made a bid 
for Christopoulos a few weeks 
ago but was put off by Hellas’s 
asking price of $18,000. 

Christopoulos, a goalscoring 
midfielder, has played eight 
games for Australia. 


Meanwhile, the soccer 
world — especially in Sydney 
— still 1s buzzing with Olym- 
pic’s triumph last Sunday. Not 
only did it beat league leader 
APIA, but it also drew a crowd 
of more than 12,000 — the big- 
pest to watch a game in 
Sydney since the PSL started 


Olympic continues to delight 
the crowds with attacking play 
— a lesson to the other clubs 
with title aspirations.

‘The future of 
David Jones was 
under a cloud as we 
went to Press. 


Makedonia was showing 
interest in buying Jones 
from South Melbourne 
Hellas, but was reluctant 
to pay the $15,000 transfer 
fee. 

It was for $15,000 that Hellas 
bought Jones from West Adel- 
aide early this year 

Makedonia appeared willing 
to give Hellas its former right 
back Mike Rainey in part-ex- 
change for Jones. 

But Hellas president Sam 
Papasavas said the club would 
be pleased to keep Jones if he 
wanted to stay. 

Jones was told before the 
match against Canberra last 
Sunday that Steve Blair would 
take over the stopper’s role 
and that the club would not 
stand in Jone’s way if he 
wanted to move. 

But if Jones were to stay, he 
may well force his way back 
into the team, depending on 
the comparative form of the 
two players. 

Coach John Margaritis 
opted for Blair as stopper 
after trying Blair in the right 
back position in previous 
games. 
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The old fox — John Margaritis, 
coach of South Melbourne Hellas. 


John Margaritis, 44, as coach of 
the most popular team in Australia, 
has been in the hot seat in recent 
weeks because South Melbourne 
Hellas has not been doing as well as 
its enthusiastic Greek supporters had 
hoped. 


Margaritis can take care of himself, though, as he 
demonstrates in this interview with ‘‘Soccer Action” 
editor Laurie Schwab. 

He explains the problems being faced by Hellas and 
how he intends to overcome them. 

More important, he stresses that there is no need 
for concern. After all, at the time of this interview — 
after the 1-1 draw with J.U.S.T. — Hellas was on eight 
points, only five behind leader APIA, with 23 rounds 
(46 points) to go. 

Margaritis has a history of leading top teams and, 
before that, playing top soccer. 

He was the PAOK Salonika in Greece for 10 years — 
five in the senior team — and also represented Greece 
against Denmark and Algeria and against Italy as a 
substitute. 

Always a midfielder, he played in the company of 
such Greek champions as Loukanidis, Stefanakos, 
Nestoridis and Leandros. 

After joining Hellas in 1961, he played in four 
championship-winning teams and scored 15-16 goals in 
almost every one of his six years withthe club. _ 

He also represented Victoria regularly from 1961 
to 1964, under the then Coach Manny Poulakakis, who 
at one stage was to succeed Margaritis as coach of 
Hellas. Margaritis’s State team mates in those years 
included Kaz Kowalec, Mike Jurecki, Rale Rasic, Vic 


Janczyk, Dick van Alphen, Fred Falzon, Frank Micic 
and Tommy Stankovic. 

He returned to Greece in 1965 and played for half a 
season for his old-club PAOK and on his return, he 
was player-coach of Heidelberg-Alexander until he 
was injured and finally retired. 

After that it was off to Europe once more to gain his 
preliminary coaching certificate in England in 1969 — 
a prelude to the full FA badge which he gained in 1972. 

His first serious full-time coaching job was with 
Hellas in the Victorian State League in 1974. In his 
first year, the club won the title-and the Dockerty Cup 
and in the next year it won the Cup again but came 
second in the championship. 

In 1976 he led West Adelaide Hellas to the South 
Australian championship and the Coca-Cola Cup 
before returning to Melbourne to lead Alexander to 
third place in the first season of the PSL. 

It was back to West Adelaide in 1978 but he left 
again before the club went on to win the PSL title, and 
in 1979 he again coached Heidelberg. 

A heated argument with a Heidelberg com- 
mitteeman caused him to leave Heidelberg and rejoin 
Hellas later the same year. The team finished last in 
1979 but Margaritis lifted it to second place the follow- 
ing year, a feat for which he was named Australian 
Coach of the Year. Last year it went one step better, 
finishing second. 

Now the fans expect Hellas to win the title — but 
despite the acquisition of David Jones, Charlie Egan, 
Steve Wooddin last year and Grant Turner who since 
has left again, all is not as rosy as Margaritis would 
like it to be. 


SCHWAB: After finishing second to Sydney 
Hakoah last year, what decisions did you make 
about improving the team sufficiently to win 
the title in 1982? 

MARGARITIS: First, let me say that the main 
reason that we lost the championship last year was 
that we had too many injuries in the vital late part of 
the season. Also, we had players out due to national 
team commitments. These included, at various times* 
Alan Davidson, Steve Blair, Alun Evans, Steve Wood- 
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Jim Armstrong (left) and Con Nest- 
oridis — two of the finest players 
with whom Margaritis has been asso- 
ciated.

din and Billy Rogers. We also were required to play on 
Wednesday nights, without our international players. 


SCHWAB: Wasn't that the case with other 
teams as well? 


MARGARITIS: Not really. Hakoah always had 
Boden and Kosmina, even though they were in the 
national squad. 


SCHWAB: Getting back to the original ques- 
tion, what did you feel was needed for 19827 


MARGARITIS: I had hoped to have the same squad 
again, because I was happy with all the players. Then, 
however, we lost Vince Bannon who decided to go to 
Juventus with his brothers, and George Christopoulos 
went overseas for a long time. He wasn’t a regular 
last year, fair enough, but he figured in my plans for 
1982. Billy Rogers had an operation and then decided 
to retire, and Steve Blair went off the Europe and we 
didn’t know whether he would be coming back or 
staying with Celtic. So, with four players out, we were 
forced to look for new ones, especially as we wanted 
to win the Ampol Cup. Charlie Egan from Frankston 
proved a good buy, and then we signed David Jones 
from West Adelaide because we had only one centre 
back — Arthur Xanthopoulos. Also, we didnf’t know 
whether Socrates Nicolaides or Jim Shirra would be 
able to play full back as successfully as they are now. 
Jones had a big reputation and he justified it as we 
won the Ampol Cup. We also bought Grant Turner as a 
replacement for Christopoulos but he lacked dis- 
cipline, he was unhappy in Australia and we had to 
send him back to New Zeland. 

SCHWAB: As a result of all that, you now 
have headaches with team selection, since 
Blair is back now. 

MARGARITIS: Well, Blair is the only problem. 
He's a good player, a good character, but I can’t use 
three centre backs. Xanthopoulos and Jones were a 
successful combination in the Ampol Cup, then Blair 


turned up again, but I couldn’t very well put him 
straight back into his old position. 


SCHWAB: So you tried him at right back. 
Will he stay there ahead of Nicolaides?

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MARGARITIS: He certainly has the talent. But 
Hellas is a team that cannot afford to experiment and 
risk losing games. If Blair played 10 successive games 
at right back, he would be OK there. 


“SCHWAB: Do you prefer Blair or Nicolai- 
des? 


MARGARITIS: Nicolaides is a promising young 
player as well. He plays extremely well when I use 
him. There’s no secret that I prefer Blair as centre 
half. It’s a matter of wait and see. 


SCHWAB: What shout midfield? You're 
trying out Alan Davidson there, you've brought 
Rogers out of retirement, and now George 
Campbell has been pushed back from the for- 
ward line. What is to be the combination In 
midfield? 


MARGARITIS: Davidson has been playing full 
back for a few years and of course he needs games to 
perfect his midfield play. But I'm 100 per cent certain 
he'll do well there. In fact, he’d do well in any posi- 
tion. But he’s being criticised now over his play. Last 
eyear everyone was raving about what a good mid- 
fielder he would be. Now that he’s playing there, the 
same people are criticising him. [t doesn't make 
sense. The only thing that disappoints me about Da- 
vidson — as well as about a few other players — is 
that they've been prone to injury lately. 


SCHWAB: If all were to be fit today, what 
would you line-up be? 


MARGARITIS: That would depend on form, mental 
fitness and confidence of each individual. 


SCHWAB: What about Campbell? 


MARGARITIS: If Wooddin and Davidson were fit, I 
would have Campbell in the midfield. Wooddin would 
be up front, Campbell! would be in midfield and maybe 
Davidson would be at full back. But it all depends on 
who's available. 


SCHWAB: Wooddin and Campbell are the 
men who have been keeping Branko Buljevic 
out of the team although Buljevic came back 
last weekend of course, following Wooddin's 
injury. Can you really afford to play without 
Buljevic? 

MARGARITIS: He's a brilliant, professional player 
of great character and ability. I was criticised for not 
having him on the bench when we drew with J.U.S.T. 
However, I needed a defender on the bench, because I 
didn't have Davidson on the field. Davidson was the 
only one who could have dropped back to cover for a 
defender should one of them have been injured during 
the game. Branko understood that. He does not com- 
plain. 

SCHWAB: There has been talk that he 
wants to rejoin J.U.5.T. 

MARGARITIS: No, he’s happy with Hellas and he 


doesn’t want to move. He'll play a lot of games for us 
this year He already has.

SCHWAB: You were leading 1-0 after nine 
minutes against J.U.S.T., then they had Jim 
Milne sent off, yet your players appeared to 
stop playing in the second half and eventually 
had to settie for a point. What happened? 


MARGARITIS: Personally, I felt there was nothing 
wrong with our defence and midfield, but we lost a 
point because of an injury to Alun Evans. He couldn't 
move, and he became a negative player, helping the 
opposition instead of helping us. He was too static and 
because he had a man tightly on him, both of them 
took up valuable space in the box. We couldn’t find 
space up there, and so all our attacks broke down at 
the edge of the box. Although J.U.S.T. had only 10 
men, we too were down to 10 men because in the 
second half Evans was on one leg. As for all the criti- 
cism we get about knocking the ball back to our keep- 
er, we have a reason for doing that. It is done not to 
waste time or to defend, but to create space up front, 
and to give our forwards and midfielders time to 
move into position. Nicolaides moved up towards the 
box 10 times, Rogers was shooting at goal, Xantho- 
poulos was moving up and so too was Shirra. How can 
that be described as defensive? Sometimes, of course, 
the players overdo it, but then that’s a human failing. 
We all have those. Probably they want us to go for- 
ward en masse all the time, but if we did that we 
would lose as many games as we'd win. Against Bris- 
bane City we weren't pushing everyone forward, yet 
we scored four goals, even though we relied solely on 
Wooddin, Egan and Campbell. 


SCHWAB: There have been charges of late 
that you cannot mount as many effective 
breaks with Evans as without Evans, as he is 
slower than the other forwards. 


MARGARITIS: Evans doesn’t have to be fast. He is 
a receiver. We look for him and he relays the ball to 
the speedy players. It works very well. 
SCHWAB: When the injuries have cleared 
up, what can we expect from Hellas? 
MARGARITIS: We'll be going 100 miles per hour 
then. And we'll be up there, mark my words. That’s 
why we need our supporters behind us now. Once we 
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Alan Davidson (left) — full back or 
midfield? George Campbell (right) — 
forward or midfield? 
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Branko Buljevic (left) — can 


really be left out? Socrates Nico- 
laides (right) — in or out? 

Start firing and once we're up there near the top of the 
ladders, the players can do it on their own but it’s 
now, when we have problems, that the supporters 
should get behind us. The last thing we need is criti- 
cism. The fans did it to us in the Ampol Cup when we 
drew with Ajax, for example. They went absolutely 
crazy over that! But then, when we went on to win the 
Cup, they were on top of the world, slapping everyone 
on the back. What had changed so dramatically? 


SCHWAB: Can you win the PSL 
championship? 

MARGARITIS: If we overcome our injury prob- 
lems and then settle on a team which will play week 
in, week out, we will go very close. 


SCHWAS: That would mean you'd have to 
overtake APIA. Can APIA last at the top of the 
ladder? 

MARGARITIS: No, I don't think so. With the ex- 
ception of a couple of good players, their team is 
limited in defence and midfield. I like Soper, Morsello 
and Burrows when he plays, but they will be marked 
more and more tightly as the season goes on. All- 
round, we have the better players. All the teams know 
that. APIA and Hakoah know that. They say it them- 
selves. 


SCHWAB: Well, what about Hakosh then? 
Surely they would have to be the favorites. 

MARGARITIS: Sure, they’re a top team, but Hellas 
is the best team in Australia when all the players are 
fully fit. 


SCHWAB: Who else then, will challenge for 
the title? 

MARGARITIS: Heidelberg Alexander is a good 
team if they don't have injury problems. If Gary Cole 
and Jimmy Rooney and Jimmy Campbell were to be 
injured tomorrow, Alexander could go for relegation. 
If they all play, they could go for the title 


SCHWAB: What about Makedonia and 
Olympic who are among the front-runners? 
MARGARITIS: I haven't seen Makedonia this year, 


he 







so I can’t comment about them. Olympic will do very 
well but they won’t win it. Sydney City and Heidelberg 
are our strongest challengers. 


SCHWAB: You often have criticised Heldel- 
berg’s Cole-Paton twin-striker system, claim- 
ing it to be too predictable. Do you still have 
that opinion? 

MARGARITIS: Well, they’ve changed it slightly 
now, because Campbell is getting in there as well. But 
you're right, I have criticised the system because op- 
posing teams know what Heidelberg is going to do. 
When Heidelberg wins despite that knowledge by the 
opponents, they win because of the superior ability of 
the Heidelberg players themselves. 


SCHWAB: Do you claim then that Hollas is 
predictable? 


ith Heidelberg Hakoa 


MARGARITIS: Certainly. No-one knows how we 
will play. Hellas changes its game according to the 
opposition, and according to the inventiveness of our 
players on the day. 


SCHWAB: Some don‘t find it necessary to 
change their game — Heidelberg and Olympic 
for example. 

MARGARITIS: OK, they believe they are playing 
to their playes’ strengths, which is fair enough. But 
you must remember that Jennings perhaps can’t oper- 
ate in midfield, Koussas maybe isn’t as good if he gets 
out of the box. I believe in flexibility by all players. 
I've proved that. Lutton, Shirra Davidson, Nicolaides, 
Campbell — all are very mobile and all are able to 
play anywhere. In modern football there should be no 
difference between a midfielder or a full back or a 
forward. Bertie Lutton was a winger but he became a 
good sweeper too. In Europe, they'd laugh if you said 
this player or that player was only a left-sided mid- 
fielder, for example. 


SCHWAB: Apart from Hellas, which are the 
most flexible teams? 


MARGARITIS: Jim Campbell of Heidelberg can 
play right back, winger, centre forward, midfield or 
even goalkeeper, I reckon. Arthur McMillan can play 
centre half or left Dack as well as right back, Ken 
Boden can play full back or midfield, John Kosmina 
can do the same, so can Davidson, Souness, Barnes, 
Henderson _. .. In fact, every good player in Austrai- 
ian soccer is like that. It depends how many such 
players each team has. 


SCHWAB: If there are any weaknesses in 
PSL soccer, what are they? 


MARGARITIS: The main one is that most teams 
play in front of no crowds. Blacktown or J.U.S.T. 
could have great teams but without a following, the 
players would soon lose heart. Hakoah may lack 
spectators but in other ways they are 70% better 
than most other clubs — committee, organisation, 
money. These things make up for it. Anyway, Hakoah 
plays in front of good crowds away from home and 
you will notice that they generally achieve better 
results away than at home. Also, Hakoah is the only 
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club that does not get heavy criticism from its suppor- 
ters when things go wrong. They do not drown them- 
selves in a glass of water, the way other clubs do. 
When a result goes against them, they sit down 
calmly, analyse the reasons and get on with the job of 
winning the next week. In Melbourne, if you lose a 
game, you don’t try to correct the errors, you try to 
correct the coach, the committee or the president. 
Also, the papers live on such criticism in order to stir 
up the spectators and to help sell extra coples. If you 
lose a game, you have not lost everything. People 
should sunderstand that. 


_ SCHWAB: With Greek clubs It Is especially 
difficult because they have so many suppor- 


ters, and they tend to put pressure on the com- 
mittee. 


MARGARITIS: Sure, it causes problems. That's 
why, in the long run, Greek teams find It very hard to 
be successful consistently. Even in Greece you see the 
same problems. Soccer is big business there, but the 
other countries kill us. We have players who could 
walk into any team in the world, but the general men- 
tality in the game is bad. 


SCHWAB: Talking about Greeks, why is It 
that, with the exception of a few, Greek 
players have been generally successful In 
Australian soccer? 


MARGARITIS: Because they have to get adjusted 
to a new style of soccer. Greek players do not believe 
so much in physical contact, or running for 90 min- 
utes, or tackling or marking, They like to play with 
the ball, and they rely on short passes. If you had a 
team of 11 Greek players it would work much better. 


SCHWAB: IH they could afford it, wouldn't 
Australian teams be much better off crowd- 
wise if they used more continental players, 
rather than English and Scottish players?

Crowds 
would go up dramatically, although I do admire Brit- 
ish players. I like their style, their attitude, their pro- 
fessionalism. However, even English soccer is bene- 
fiting from confinental and South American players. 


SCHWABS: Who are the best players you 
have been associated with in Australia over the 
years? 


MARGARITIS: Jim Armstrong. There is no better 
example of a top striker. He made history at Hellas 
and in Victoria in general. He still is the all-time top 
scorer for the State League. Con Nestoridis was bril- 
liant. He was a proven player in Europe before he

The realisation that Brisbane Lions, Brisbane City, West 
Adelaide, Adelaide City, Newcastle, Wollongong and 
Canberra won’t get relegated from the PSL. 

Kind of makes a mockery of the PSL, doesn’t it? 

Here I sit for most weeks of the year, trying to bash out 
PSL previews on this beaten-up typewriter, searching 
for something different to say but so often falling back 
into tried and trues like ‘‘Heidelberg’s dynamic duo’’, 
‘*Marshall Soper’s leathal finishing’’, ‘‘Dennis Boland 
will be a stumbling block’’, ‘‘Classy Sydney City Ha- 
koah’’ and a welter of other soccer banalities. 

Time is my main enemy I think. I hope it’s not simply a 
matter of me lacking creativity. 

Then, late last week, it came to me. The nail-biting, 
coffee addiction, chain smoking and hair pulling ex- 
perience I go through weekly with this preview isn’t 
warranted. 

Why should a journalist attemot to elamorise a soccer 
league lacking in competitiveness because the ASF 
executive is hell-bent on maintaining the league's 
geographic blueprint? 

Footscray J.U.S.T. and Marconi are unlikely to fill both 
bottom spots in the PSL at the end of the season but if 
they did they could be relegated. 

West Adelaide finished on the bottom of the PSL in 1981 
and wasn’t relegated. The previous year West finished 
second bottom. Again it was re-admitted, an honor not 
bestowed upon last-placed St George in the same year. 

Only a Sydney or Melbourne club can be relegated. So if 
other clubs are struggling it doesn’t really matter. 
They can embark upon a five, 10 or 20-year plan of re- 
vitalisation, secure in the knowledge that their PSL 
status will be preserved as long as the maintainance of 
the league’s geographic flavor is of prime importance 
in the minds of our top brass. 

Let's pursue the argument. South Melbourne Hellas fin- 
ished last in 1979 and wasn’t relegated. Could it be that 
wealth and crowd-pulling power saved Hellas? 

If so, the group of potential relegation candidates nar- 
rows even further. 

J.U.S.T. and Heidelberg-Alexander look like the only 
Melbourne clubs in the PSL which would be dumped if 
they finished in the last two spots. 

Heidelberg though, has a fine team which currently is 
challenging for title honors, so it looks like J.U.S.T. is 
the only PSL club capable of being relegated at the end 
of this season. 

That makes Sunday’s Schintler Reserve clash between 
J.U.S.T. and West Adelaide the most important match 
of the round. 

Dennis Boland will be a stumbling block for the West stri- 
kers and J.U.S.T. can snatch a point. 

Who cares if Adelaide City or Brisbane Lions win their 
game at Olympic Sports Field on Sunday? 

Neither club will win the 1982 PSL title and neither club 
will be relegated at the end of the year. These two sides 
could play from now until doomsday and the result 
wouldn’t create a ripple in a stagnant pool. 

Another meaningless match takes place at St George Sta- 
dium where the locals have to go through the motions 
against Preston Makedonia, a ‘Melbourne based club 
without a worry in the world. » 

The run should do the players good and maintain their 
high level of fitness. 

Heidelberg’s dynamic duo, Gary Cole and Jamie Paton, 
should have little opposition from the carefree defend- 
ers of Wollongong at Olympic Park’s main ground on 
Sunday. 

Wollongong coach Ken Morton may use the match to ex- 
periment with the versatility of his players. He may 
use Natch Vardareff’s height and aggression up front 
to combat Don Macleod. As we went to press we were 
unable to confirm the rumour that Morton would revert 
to the old 2-3-5 formation to see if it could be put to good 
use in the second half of this decade. 

Marshall Soper’s lethal finishing could pose problems for 
Brisbane City at Spencer Park on Sunday. Especially if 
the weather if fine and sunny. 

The City defenders will take deck chairs onto the park 
and are in grave danger of getting caught square at the 
back. 

There are three more PSL games to complete the round. 

One of them is being played on Monday. It kicks off some- 
time in the afternoon.

Once a child has passed his award test, he or she pays 
$2.50 and receives cloth and enamel badges, together 
with a certificate acknowledging the achievement.

Soccer is coming 
"home" to one of its 
strongholds when 
the World Cup takes 
place in Spain later 
this year, a country 
where the game has 
been elevated to the 
level of quasi-reli- 
gion. 


Being the host of the Mun- 
dial has given Spanish soccer a 
breathing space of four years, 
without the pressures of 
having to battle through quali- 
fiers. However, stress is now 
becoming evident, as the 
whole world expects great 
things from the host — true to 
the tradition of previous World 
Cups 

There is also a very real 
financial imperative, as the 
possible early elimination of 
the Spanish side could result in 
the tournament's premature 
death 


With all the foregoing up- 
permost in mind, manager 
Jose Santamaria, former 
great of Real Madrid, Uruguay 
and Spain, has been preparing 
for the tests ahead. Santa- 
maria took over in September 
1980 from the most successful 
Spanish manager ever, Laszlo 
KubaJa, another cosmopolitan 
character who played for Hun- 
gary, Czechoslovakia and 
Spain. Kubala’s successes 
were great and spectacular, 
but a losing streak against 
East Germany, England and 
Poland saw him go the way of 
most football coaches and 
managers 

Santamaria wisely persisted 
with most of Kubala's proven 
players, adding to them a few 
of the talented youngsters he 
has been nursing in the Olym- 
pic team. Since that time it 
has been victories most of the 
way. There have been ex- 
tremes, such as a 2-] win over 
England in Wembley, followed 
by a loss to the unfashionable 
Hungarians in Valencia! 


A highlight of 1981 was the 
minimal 1-0 loss against a very 
good Brazil, and there were 
impressive victories over Bel- 
gium, France and Poland, all 
of whom are in the Mundial 
field

Up front Satri- 
stegui is assisted by Quini, 
who has been in the news 
lately more because of his 
kidnap misadventure than his 
accomplishments on the foot- 
ball field. 

As Santamaria keeps sta- 
ting, all places in the squad are 
still “‘up for grabs’’ and the 
names of Dani, Marcos, 
Celayeta and Moran also bob 
up. 
Current Spanish football's 
characteristics draw on tradi- 
tional Latin temperament and 
inventiveness, combined with 
the concept of ‘‘total soccer’’. 

Spain already surprised 
many experts in World Cup 
and European Championship 
competition over the past four 
years with its masterfully or- 
ganised defence. 

Most of its rearguard is 
made up of very tall, athletic, 
fast and merciless men who

are equally expert at defend- 
ing territory and marking man 
to man 

Latin talents come to the 
fore with the midfield, espe- 
cially in the person of Zamora, 
who is the conductor of the 
Spanish football symphony. 

With every joint in his body 
and every nerve in his brain, 
Zamora enjoys “playing” the 
game. He is the master of the 
quick switch in the point of at- 
tack, fast breaks and other 
skills. 

He is in fact Public Enemy 
No. } for all of Spain’s oppo- 
nents. 

The necessary ‘‘journey- 
man" next to him is Victor, 
who does all the “simple’’ 
stuff of running non-stop, tack- 
ling and working, while 
Zamora and his similarly dis- 
posed colleague Saura catch 
the eye with their artisty. 

The basis of Spain's tactics 
is a plan that their excellent 
defenders gain possession of 
the ball for jong periods, 
allowing the midfield to set up 
the twin strikers for constant 
raids on the enemy. 

If the plan works, then the 
millions of passionate afficio- 
nados in Iberia will likely be 
celebrating a major success at 
the World Cup. 

The home side will certainly 
be a major obstacle to the am- 
bitions of the other 23 parti- 
cipating nations.

When are you too 
old to play profes- 
sional soccer? 

In a recent newspaper ar- 
ticle John Warren indicated 
that I should not play NSW 
State league Soccer in my 40's 
for my new club Bankstown. 

To answer the original ques- 
tion, years are no criterion 
when judging a player. 

You never are too old or too 

young - the only criterion is 
whether you are you good 
enough. 
Bruce Stowell played for 
Blacktown City in the Philips 
league in his 40's and did an ex- 
cellent job, just as did 40-plus 
Hugh Tinney for Fairy 
Meadow in the NSW State 
league division one last year. 

I played against Stanley 
Matthews in the English First 
division when he was 44 and he 
went on for another six years 
before reo UnE. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that any player can play ef- 
fectively into his 40’s if he is 
dedicated and decides he 
wants to play that long, 

Three St George stalwarts 
— Manfred Schaefer, Attie 
Abonyi and Warren himself — 
all quit playing in their mid 
30’s when they all had so much 
more soccer left in them. 

They quit early, as I did, to 
become non-playing coaches. 

Abonyi has a player of sim- 
ilar age to himself in his 
current Riverwood team, John 
Stoddart, who is the best 
player in the State league. 

He should be playing in the 
Philips League, just as he was 
in 1977 when he was with Can- 
berra City. 

Stoddart is a far better 
player today than he was then.

He also is superbly fit. 

He is now the complete all 
round midfield player whereas 
once he was just a ‘‘tanner ball 
player," as they say in Scot- 
land where he comes from 

I am a great believe: in 
youth, despite Warren's com- 
ments to the contrary. 

Indeed, I have three 17-year- 
olds in my current bankstown 
team, plus one i6-year-old 

However, what I do believe 
in most of all is ability. 

There currently is a tenden- 
cy to exaggerate the ability 
and importance of youth - 
witness the current national 
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team situation where the 
youth team is winning all the 
attention even to the extent of 
some people suggesting that 
last year’s youth team become 
the national team cart blan- 
che. 

‘One of the problems associ- 
ated with our last two World 
Cup schailenges was that there 
were too many young, in- 
experienced players in the 
squads selected by Jim 
Shoulder and Rudi Gutendorf. 

Rale Rasic had excellent, 
experienced campaigners in 
his successful national team 
squad Ray Richards, Jim 
Mackay, John Watkiss, John 
Warren, Jim Rooney, Peter 
Wilson, Adrian Alston, Max 
Tolson, Branko Buljevic, Doug 
Utjesenovic and Jack Reilly 
were all skilful and seasoned 
professionals — the type of 
players needed to survive in 
top competition. 

Rudi Gutendorf made a big 
error when he cast aside Jim 
Rooney during the last World 
Cup build up and replaced him 
with a whole series of young 
players not ready for inter- 
national competition. 

Before ending this article I 
would like to correct one state- 
ment made by John Warren. 

While acknowledging that I 
had been able to contribute 
something to the careers of 
various players he indicated 
that my team results were 
below par. 

I would like to print these 
now as they are my only effec- 
tive reply.
